Notwithſtanding 
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Notwithſtanding the Election of Officers is an- 
nual, the Society reſerve to themſelves the Power 
of removing either their Secretary, Aſſiſtant Se- 
cretary, Regiſter, or Collector, by two general or 
extraordinary general Meetings; in which caſe 
the ſaid Officers ſhall be paid their Salaries in ſuch 
Proportions as may be then due to them, 


Neither the Secretary, Aſſiſtant Secretary, the 
Regiſter, nor the Collector of the Subſcriptions, 
ſhall be Members of this Society. 


No Perſon, except he ſhall have been an Officer 
the preceding Year, ſhall be admitted as'a Candi- 
date for any lucrative Employment, without having 
perſonally preſented his Petition or Memorial to 
the Society a Fortnight before the Day of Election; 
which Petition or Memorial ſhall be read imme- 
diately after the firſt, and again after the ſecond 
Reading of the Minutes. 


A Porter ſhall. be choſen or removed at any 
Meeting of the Society; and fo long as he con- 
tinues in their Service, he ſhall be paid a Salary 
-of twenty-ſix Pounds a Year, and have an annual 
Cloathing, at an Expence not exceeding ten 
Pounds. 


Duty of the Preſident, Vice-Preſidents, and 


Chairmen. 


THE Duty of the Preſident, Vice-Preſidents, 

(in the Order they appear in the Liſt) or 
Chairman, is to preſide at all Meetings, with his 
Hat on, if he pleaſes; to regulate the Debates

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of the Society; to ſtate and put Queſtions both 
in the Affirmative and Negative, according to the 
Senſe and Intention of the Meeting; to check Ir- 
regularities, and keep all Perſons in Order; to di- 
rect Summons for all extraordinary general Meet- 
ings; and to execute, or ſee to the Execution of 
all the Rules and Orders of the Society. 


The Preſident, or any one of the Vice-Preſi- 
dents, ſhall ſign Receipts for the Subſcription 
Money ; and any two or more of them are im- 

owered to draw upon the Bank for ſuch Sums of 
oney as the Society ſhall direct. 


Buſineſs of the Secretary. 


H E ſhall attend all Meetings and Committees 
of the Society; he ſhall take down all Mi- 
nutes, and produce them, fairly written, at the 
next enſuing Meetings. He ſhall read all Let- 
ters, and other Papers, ſent or communicated to 
the Society, and tranſlate them into Engliſh, if 
they ſhould be in another Language. He ſhall 
prepare all Anſwers, when ordered by the Sotiety, il 
in ſuch Language as ſhall be directed, and lay 0 
the ſame before the Committee appointed for I 
their Examination, He ſhall prepare an annual 
hiſtorical Regiſter of the Tranſactions of the So- | 
ciety, beginning every Year from Midſummer | 
Day, and ending that Day Twelvemonth. This | 
Regiſter ſhall contain an Account of all Premiums 3 
beſtowed, with the Names of the Perſons who 
have received them, digeſted under proper Heads; 
what Premiums the Society have engaged for, 
the next and ſucceeding Years ; the Number

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of Members, with the Amount of their Sub- 
ſcriptions, and Money in Bank, as they ſtood on 
Midſummer Day; and what have been the Ex- 
pences in Officers, Servants, Apartments, and 
Work mens and Tradeſmens Bills of all Sorts. 
This annual Regiſter ſhall likewiſe contain par- 
ticular Accounts of all the Improvements in Me- 
chanicks, Manufactures, Agriculture, etc. with 
juch Reſolutions the Society bave come to, and 
Informations they have received, as ſhall appear 
to be moſt uſeful and important. The Whole to 
be put into proper Order, and References to the 
Minutes, from which the ſeveral Accounts are 
taken, to be inſerted in the Margin ; and, after 
having been approved of by a Committee, to be 
printed for the Uſe of the Members, by the 
Middle of November in every Year, It is not 
intended that this Regiſter ſhould be read in the 
Society; the Care that nothing ſhould be printed, 
which is improper, being truſted to the Com- 
mittee, He ſhall prepare all Liſts of Premiums, 
Liſts of Members, Advertiſements, and other 
Publications, ordered by the Society; and take 
care that the ſame be properly and correctly 
printed; and his Name, or that of the Aſſiſtant 
Secretary, as by Order of the Society, ſhall be 
ſigned to all Publications. He ſhall make proper 
Indexes to all the Books of the Society. He 
ſhall viſit Manufactories or apply to Manufac- 
turers for Information, when required by the 
Society; and he ſhall, as much as poſſible en. 
deavour to make himſelf acquainted with the 
Nature and Circumſtances of the ſeveral Arts 
and Manufactures of this and other Countries: 
And, in Conſideration of his conſtant Atten- 
dance, Abilities, and Diligence, he ſhall be

paid a Salary of one hundred and fifty Pounds 


a Year. 


Buſineſs of the Aſſiſtant Secretary. 


HE Aſſiſtant Secretary ſhall attend at all 

Meetings of the Society. He ſhall like- 
wiſe attend Committees, when particularly ordered. 
He ſhall tranſcribe fair all the Proceedings of the 
Society's Meetings and Committees in the fol- 
lowing Books reſpectively, viz. Society's Minute 
Book - Committee Minute Books Memoran- 
dum Book Copy Book of Letters received and 
ſent by the Society, if ſo directed - Book of Rules 
and Orders — and Reward Book And ſhall paſte 
all Letters and Papers in the Guard Book, when 
ſo ordered All the Books and Papers of the So- 
ciety ſhall be kept at their Office, for the In- 
ſpection of the Members; and the Secretary, 
Aſſiſtant Secretary, and Regiſter, ſhall each of 
them have a Key to the Preſſes : Moreover, all 
Papers ſhall be copied in the ſame Office, that 
they may be at hand when wanted. —He ſhall 
tranſcribe all Letters that have been prepared by 
the Secretary, and approved by the Society. As 
a Satisfaction for ſuch Services, he ſhall be paid 
a Salary of fifty Pounds a Year. 


Any Member, having obtained Leave to take 
Copies of the Proceedings or Papers of the So- 
Cicty, ſhall pay to the Affiſtant Secretary, for 


writing the ſame, after the Rate of two Pence for 
every hundred Words. 


B Buſireſs 
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Buſineſs of the Regiſter. 


THF Regiſter ſhall have an Apartment in 
the Houſe of the Society, that he may be 


ready on the Spot to receive Meſſages, Letters, 
and all Matters brought to the Society: to an- 
ſwer all Inquiries, and deliver Plans, Liſts, etc. 
to ſuch Members as ſhall come or fend for them, 
of which he hall take care to have a ſufficient 
Number. He ſhall have the Cuſtody and Care 
of all the Furniture, Books, ſuch Papers as the 
Society ſhall think proper, and other Effects 
whatever belonging to the Society. He ſhall 
have the Direction of all the inferior Servants. 
He ſhall receive and have charge of all Matters 
ſent to the Society by Candidates for Premiums, 
and ſhall enter them properly, at the Time when 
delivered, in a Book for that Purpoſe, He ſhall 
keep a fair Inventory of all the Goods and Effects 
of the Society, to be always ready when called 
for. He ſhall keep an Account of all Stationary 
Ware, printed Books, Coals, Candles, and all 
other Particulars ſent in by Tradeſmen for the 
Uſe of the Society, in a Day-Book for that Pur- 
poſe ; and ſhall enter the ſame fairly, under their 
{:veral Heads, in another Book, to be laid every 
Month before the Committee of Accompts, as a 
Check on Tradeimens Bills. He ſhall attend all 
Meetings and Committees of the Society, and in- 
form them of ai] Matters under his Department, 
neceſſary for them to know. For all which Ser- 
_ he ſhali be paid a Salary of fifty Pounds a 
ear, 


Moreover, 
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Moreover, twenty Pounds per Annum are al- 
lowed to him for Lodgings ; and ſeventy Pounds 
to pay the Servants, for cleaning the Rooms and 
Furniture, and the Boys that atrend the Meetings 
of the Society and Committees, and other inci- 
dental Charges to which he is liable. 


Buſineſs of the Collector. 


TH E. Collector ſhall give ſuch Security as 
the Society ſhall require, for the Truſt re- 
poſed in him. He ſhall collect the Subſcription 
Money from the Members as it becomes due 

paying all he collects, over and above the Sum of 
one hundred Pounds, into the Bank of England; 
which Sum of one hundred Pounds he may re- 
ſerve in his Hands, to defray the current Ex- 
pences of the Society. He ſhall attend all Com- 
mittees of Accompts; and at every Meeting of 
the Society he ſhall lay before them the Bank 
Book, with an Accompt of what Money he has 
received, paid in to the Bank, or remains in his 
Hands. He ſhall keep the Caſh Accompt of 
the Society, and draw out exact Liſts of the 
Members, with the Sums contributed by each, 
and Arrears due. For all which Services he ſhall 
be allowed fix Pence in the Pound on all ſuch 
Contributions; but not on Legacies and parti- 
cular Donations. | 


Meetings of the Society. 


T HERE ſhall be four general Meetings every 
Year in the great Room of the Society, at 

Six of the Clock in the Evening preciſely; viz.

on the firſt Wedneſday in May, the laſt Wed- 
neſday in May, the ſecond Wedneſday in No- 
vember, and the ſecond Wedneſday in Decem- 
ber. At which Meetings, or at any extraordi- 
nary general Meetings, only, if twenty-five Mem- 
bers at leaſt are preſent, Rules and Orders for 
the Government of the Society may be made and 
altered ; and ſuch Rules, Orders, and Altera- 
tions being approved at the next ſucceeding ge- 
neral or extraordinary general Meeting, ſhall be 
valid and binding. 


No Propoſition ſhall be offered to the Society 
as Matter of new Rule and Order, or which ſhall 
contain in it an Alteration, or Amendment, of 
any eſtabliſhed Rule and Order, unleſs delivered 
in by a Member eight Days before a general 
Meeting of the Society to the Secretary, who 
ſhall immediately cauſe Copies to be made of it, 
and to be hung up in the Soctety and Com- 
mittee Rooms : At the next general Meeting, 
the Secretary ſhall immediately after reading the 
Minutes of the preceding Meeting, read ſuch 
Propoſitions with a proper Pauſe after each : 
And if any of thoſe Propoſitions be moved and 
ſeconded, it ſhall then be taken into Conſidera- 
tion. 


An extraordinary general Meeting may be 
called if thirty Members at the leaſt are preſent, 
and the Majority ſhall deſire ſuch extraordinary 
general Meeting; which. extraordinary general 
Meeting ſhall be advertiſed three Days ſucceſſively 
in two of the Daily Papers: And if twenty-five 
Members are preſent, they may proceed to Bu- 
ſineſs.

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An extraordinary Meeting for the doing of 
common Buſineſs only, may be at any Time or- 
dered by the Society in the ſame Method as an 
extraordinary general Meeting, 


The ordinary Meetings of the Society ſhall be 
held on Wedneſday in every Week at Six of the 
Clock in the Evening preciſely, from the ſecond 
Wedneſday in October to the firſt Wedneſday 
in July, and from the firſt Wedneſday in July 
to the ſecond Wedneſday in October, there ſhall 
be no Meeting of the Society, unleſs called by 
the Preſident, or two Vice-Preſidents, on extra- 
ordinary Occaſions; and proper Notice given 
thereof in the Daily Papers : and if at ſuch ordi- 
nary Meetings, there ſhould be preſent eleven or 
more Members, they may proceed on Buſineſs 
and the ſaid Meetings ſhall have Power to appoint 
ſuch Committees, as they think neceſſary.

the Ballot the Buſineſs of the Evening ſhall be 
proceeded on.

preſent. t 


The Chairman ſhall take care, that regular 
Meetings of the Committee be appointed, and
